Canadians, for whom they do not 
seem to be able to do enough, is 
the information contained in a 
letter from Pte. G. Wade, of the 
Canadian Army Medical Corps, at 
Shorncliffe, to O. O, Schick of Cal- 
gary. 

Guy Wade enlisted from Gleichen 
and was one of our best baseball 
play and took a keen interest in all 
sport. He also took a prominent 
part in organizing the Knights of 
Pythias. We fear some of the fair 
young ladies of Gleichen will be 
somewhat jealous of the English 
girls when the read his letter. But 
never mind, Guy says he ran away 

e@from them, and he’ll come back to 
the sweetest girl he knows. 

Since landing in England Guy 
has been all over the country ,escort- 
ing prisoners and taking convalesc- 
ents to convalescing homes, and 
from what he hag seen, and what 
he has gone through himself, he is 
in a position to state that the very 
‘*swellest’? homes are open to all 
Canadian Tommies, and that the 
antomobiles of the wealthiest are 
at the disposal of the men of the 
Maple Leaf. Girls, he says there 
are a-plenty, and as for the best of 
the people, they feel ‘‘awfully put 
out’? when the Canadians whom 
they invite to stay at their homes 
during their visit in London, refuse 
the inyitations. On the whole, he 
adds, the Canadian soldiers are ‘‘all 
the rage’’ and are in ‘‘right’’ with 
the English.

We were 
the first Canadians they had seen 
there, and they did there best to 
get our buttons and badges for 
souvenirs. Some of them even got 
out their scissors and were going to 
to tuke them, whether or no. We 
beat it into a to get 
something to eat and get rid of 
them, but about aduzen followed us 
in. And they would not jet us pay 
for our supper. And say, Schick, 
they would have talked a leg off us 
We considered ourselves lucky to 
get uway at all.”

Crop Worth More 
Than the Land 


In talking with a man, who re- 
cently arrived from the States to 
look after his interests he, he said 
he had taken atrip through the 
district and was amazed with what 
he had-seen. Said he: 

“Do you know that for miles 
around Gleichen this year’s crop is 
worth more than the land? Yes, 
sir, there are dozens of farmers in 
this vicinity who will get more for 
their crop this year than the land 
has cost them or the C, P. R. or, 
perhaps, anyone else is asking for 
the land. 

“Think of it. 


You can buy land 
for $35 an acre. Even supposing 
irrigation is no good—TI think it is 
—all you pay is 50 cents an acre, 
and it is worth that for stock, al- 
owing you have 80 acres irrigable 
out of 160. 

‘Now, I have land in the States 
that never yields balf the number 
bushels to the acre that I get here 
that I can get $250 an acre any time 
I ask for it and the improvements 
are no better than many have here. 
Yet if that land produces only $11 
an acre IT am satisfied, 

“Of course, wo must allow for 
lean years here as elsewhere, but I 
have never seen the equai to this 
country as I have known it for the 


past five years.’’

Dishonestly 


A well known Canadian manutac 
turing firm in a big advertisement 
the other day called attention to some 
current deceptions which are prac- 
tised in connection with the “Made- 
in-Canada” slogan. When the “Made 
in-Canada” movement was launched 
80 effectively last fall a great many 
importers and agents handling for- 
eign goods made a frantic endeavor 
to climb on the ‘“Made-in-Canada” 
band wagon. Some have succeeded 
in retaining their position fairly well, 
but the Canadian consumer should 
see to it that they are made to get 
off and walk under their true colors 
It takes more than a roof in Canada 
to give genuineness to the ‘“Made-in- 
Canada” claim. It takes Canadian 
money, Canadian workmen and Cana- 
dian brains. Wherever possible Cana 
dians should look for ‘“Made-in-Can- 
ada” goods which are the product of 
factories controlled by Canadian di- 
rectors whose policies are not dictat- 
ed by outside interests. Such com- 
panies distribute not only their wages, 
but their dividends in Canada. 

Be sure that the next ‘Made-in- 
Canada” article you buy is really 
made in Canada, and not merely mas 
querading under a “Made-in-Canada” 
label affixed after it crossed the bor: 
der by some unscrupulous dealer oj 
egent.

Other Dominions Incrcase Tariff « 
British Goods 


That our tariff against British goox 
is a contradiction of our loyalty is 
most unfair inference. The erectio 
and maintenance of a protective tar 
against the thanufactured goods 
Great Britain has been in accord wii 
the measure of self-government whi. 
has been fully aud freely granted i 
Canada by the Britisi Governme 
and other self-governing domink 
such as New Zealand, Australia, Nos 
foundland and South Africa have al: 
erected and maintained protective ta 
iffs against the goods of the Unit 
Kingdom without remonstrance fro 
the Imperial! Governinent, Austral 
has recently made a general increas 
in her tariil, including the duties o 
goods coming into that country fros 
the United Kingdom, without suc! 
action being cousidered “particulai 
ly objectionable.” Moreover, the 
United Kingdom maintains a hig 
customs tariff on many articles wit! 
out giving a preference to the col 
cnies, 

There is no disputing the fact that 
Canadian manufacturers cannot pay 
Canadian wages, Canadian rents, Can 
adian instrance and Canadian price 


-| for raw material and compete in pro 


ducing a gicat number of articles with 
British manufacturers, who pay Brit 
ish wages, British rents, British in 
surance and British prices for raw ma 
terial, unless Canadian goods have 
adequate proicction. This is the sit 
uation which existed before the war, 
and the war has not changed it. 

About a hundred years ago the Im 
perial Government abandoned the old 
colonial policy of concentrating manu 
facturing in the British Isles and 
confining the energies of the colonists 
to the production of raw materials 
Those who try to resurrect this policy 
of surrendering our fiscal autonomy 
are, curiously enough, the strongest 
opponents to any suggestion of sur- 
rendering our political autonomy. 

Surely, if we value the right to 
make our own laws, we should not 
throw away the opportunity of mak- 
ing our own goods.

THE ARGUMENT 
IN A NUTSHELL 


“Made-in-Canada” Idea In Condensed 
Form—A Simple but Convinoing 
Statement 


A writer in the University Magazine 
for April attacks the “Made-in-Canada” 
Movement in somewhat vigorous fash- 
fon, After commenting on the selfish- 
ness of those who are responsible for 
it he delves into some economic argu: 
ments, maintaining that if a country 
does not buy it cannot sell, and that 
Goods are exchanged for goods, There 
is a certain measure of truth in the 
latter statement, but the “Made-in- 
Canada” argument docs not deny this. 
It is a practical policy, dictated by 
motives of enlightened self-interest, 
based on the theory that what is good 
for Canada and Canadians must, in the 
Jong run, be ,ood for the British Km- 
pire, of which we form a part. The 
“Made-in-Canada” argument is simply 
this: : 

Canada is a young country, which, 
although it has one of the most moder 
ate protective tariffs in the world, has 
Duilt up a great national industrial sys- 
tem. For a couple of years the output 
of this plant tas decreased because 
the demand for manufactured goods 
has fallen off, with the result that 
Mmuny workers are out of em: 
ployment und a great quantity of un 
sold goods is stored in warehouses 
Yet we are buying hundreds of mil 
lions of dollars worth of manufactur- 
ed goods abroad. Those who advo 
cate the “Made-in-Canada” policy say 
to Canadian buyers: ‘Before you pur- 
chase an imported article see if you 
can find a similar Canadian article 
which would suit you. You will prob- 
ably find it and you will find prob- 
ably, too, that the quality and price 
oompare favorably with the quality 
and price of the imported article, If 
you should discover in some cases 
that the Canadian article is not quite 
®o0 good or quite so cheap as the im- 
ported article, nsk yourself {f your 
patronage will help in time to bring 
about a state of affairs where the 
Canadian article would be equal or 
superior to the imported article. Pos- 
sibly, in view of the present extra- 
ordinary situation, you might con- 
cede a little in favor of the Canadian 
article, but we do not ask you to make 
any considerable sacrifice to do so. 
If thousands of Canadian buyers fol- 
low this policy, Canadian goods can 
be produced in such great quantities 
that their quality can be improved and 
thefs price lowered. Canadian raw 
material will be utilized, employment 
will be furnished at home, and our 
foreign obligations will be reduced.” 


A DOLLAR TALKS 


Warne its Owner Against Sending It 
Away—Pleads to be Kept at Home 


“I am a Dollar! A little ageworn, 
perhaps, but still in circulation, I am 
proud of myself for being in ciroula- 
thon, I am no tomato-can dollar—not 
1 This town is only my adopted home, 
but I like it and hope to remain per 
manently. When I came out of the 
mint 1 was adopted into a town like 
this in another province. But, after a 
time, I was sent off to a big city, many 
miles away.

Future Industrial Prosperity Depends 
on Co-operation, Says American 
Paper 
A farmer-banker conference has no 
ordinary significance at this time. It 
ig an opportunity to bring a lagging 
public opinion up to date. Free and 
easy America, willingly or unwilling- 
iy, must pull itself together for future 
industrial prosperity in much the 
same Way that lcurope in waging the 
wart. The enormous advantages of 
natfonal co-operation will accrue to a 
country at peace as well as a country 
at war, is it to be supposed for a 
second that Great Britain will le 
Lloyd George go at the end of the 
war in the face of the trade machine 
that the German government has per- 
fected? 

Co-operation that Americans have 
so voluminonsly talked about and ro 
fenerally neglected has now become a 
necessity. Business men, legislators, 
producers, and consumers must organ- 
ize if the United States is to take a 
position in proportion to its size, 
riches, ability and resources, In an 
age of world co-operation an exagger- 


ated individualism must not confuse 
democratic progress. When America 
was sparsely vettled with hunters, 


herders, and farmers individualism 
was a practical and natural love. Now 
millions of mouths are to be fed and 
hands kept busy through industrial ac- 
tivity in domestic and foreign trade. 
If the German government organizes 
one of those efficiont combinations 
known ag the cartel, to sell pencils in 
Pern, then the merchants of this coun- 
try must do the same 

But it does not mean that the Amer- 
ican government is suddenly to be- 
come paternalistic or develop into a 
state socialism. If the intelligent in- 
dividual accepts the new co-operative 
world and the banker will work with 
the farmer not for immediate but ulti- 
mate gains, public opinion will never 
impose upon him. Co-operation in 
place of individualism does not run 
counter to ally democratic principles 
or theories, but merely puts them on 
trial again. Can an individualistic 
democracy adapt itseif intelligently 
the methods that will bring the gre 
est prosperity to the country? 

The farmer-banker method of work. 
ing out the problem is in harmony 
with the best traditions of democratic 
Americanism.—Chicago Tribune,

“All the reasons which led me to 
think, in August, 1914, that this war 
would be a prolonged one, hold good 
at the present time. Jt is true that

Age says Physician 


Dr. Friedman Declares Elderly Men 
Are Valuable as Checks on 
Youthful Radicalism 

That a man’s mental or physical age 
cannot always be measured by the ex- 
panse of years he has lived and that, 
unless distinctly or prematurely sen- 
ile, elderly men “can act ag libraries 
of knowledge and experience, as coun. 
cillors and advisors—if they have had 
the experience,” declares Dr. Henry 
M. Friedman, acting assistant surgeon 
of the United States Public Health 
Service. He so states in an article in 
the New York Medical Journal. 

“They should excel in strength of 
reason, cool judgment, mature counsel 
and broad discretion,” writes Dr. 
Friedman, “The term senate is de- 
rived from the Latin senes—the old 
men; the Roman senators held their 
exalted positions for their age and the 
‘consequent qualities. Yet one may be 
as much past the age of discretion as 
before it, 

“The conservative tendencies of 
this period are valuable ag checks to 
the exuberant radicalism of youth. 

The limit of age—of human life— 
writes Dr, Friendman, can be gauged 
only in a general way. He directs at- 
tention to Thomas Parr, who died in 
1635 at the age of 112 and mentions 


an account of a person living 870 
years, 
“The limit of life,” he continues, 


“has been placed at six or seven times 
the time for maturity, The immediate 
cause of death is generally some well 
marked disease, The morality among 
the aged is less than among the young 
and the more vigorous; the latter are 
naturally more exposed to the casual 
ties of life. 

“An old man, even of a bad constitu. 
tion, who bears a regular and sober 


life, is surer of a tong one than the 
young man of the best constitution 
who leads a disorderly life. Extravag 
ance with life must everywhere be 
discouraged. Man does not die; he 
kills himself, 

| “Religious life favors longevity, be- 


cause it breeds an optimism, ease and 
contentment that help one to meet the 
adversities of life with more courage 
and endurance, 

“In order to enjoy life past forty it 
is said that one must have attained 
some degree of success. Nothing 
makes the contemplation of old age 
80 discouraging a 
years or mere 
complishment.”” 

The eat general average 
of activity in all endeavors, 
Friedman, is forty. He adds, 
that there have been many 
works accomplished by a few 
great elderly men. 

“When it is appreciated,” he writes, 
“that there are rot more than perhaps 
five hundred really great men in the 
history of the world, one must under- 
stand what a very small percentage 
have managed to break through the 
shell of mediocrity. Galton estimates 
that seventy per cent. of their work 
was completed before forty-five and 
eighty per cent. before fifty years of 
age.

Alberta Estray Law 


The Alberta Estray Law  preserioes 
that the party who takes upan estray 
animal must immediately notify the 
brand reader nearest to his place to 
come out and exinine the animal and 
take a copy of the brand, if any, on 
the animal, ‘Then an advertisment 
must be inserted in the 1 t local 
paper and also in the Alberta Gazette, 
and until the law is complied with the 
holder of an astray cannot collect any 
fee for his trouble ov feed, Prompt 
action must be taken, the law being 
very strictin this matter, The brand 
readers are entitled to a fee of two 
dollars for each animal they examine 
and milage to the amount of 10¢ per 
mile, not to exceed 80 miles, The cost 
of the advertising and the reading of 
the brands is a charge against the 
estray animal and must be paid when 
the animal is claimed, The party 
holding the animal is responsible for 
all charges until it is sold or redeemed 
by the owner, No charges for feec 
are allowed between the Lith day of 
April and the 15th day of November, 
From November 15 to April 15 a fee 
per head per day is allowed for 
ses and cattle dating from the day 
on which the notice is mailed to the 
owner of the estray animalor to the

What The Town Means 

What then, friends, does the little, 
old home town mean for all of us, It 
is the social center of our community, 
More than that it is the educational, 
religious, political and commercial 
center of our community. Can you 
imagine, for example, a vast agricultur- 
al territory like Saskatchewan—leag- 
ue upon league of pleasant prairie 
dotted with farms—without every few 
miles a “home town,” a community 
oenter for the surrournting country. 
What would happen were some econo- 
mic earthquake to devastate every 
small. town in such a great territory? 
Would not the whole socia: and com- 
mercial fabric of the province suffer 
—and were the earthquake to spread 
indefinitely in its effects, would not the 
whole of Western Canada suffer irre- 
parable loss? 

Cause and Effect 

There is a reagon for this. We must 
have a cause to obtain the reaction 
of an effect. We must look at the ques- 
tion of buying and selling in terms of 
their local effect. That is, every dol- 
lar sent out of a community that could 
be spent in the community represents 
® certain monetary loss to that dis- 
trict. Do you doubt that statement? 
If so, the writer can assure you that, 
from the mail order standpoint alone, 
there are thousands of communities on 
this continent systematically robbing 
themselves; communities who. with 


wide open eyes, are doing their best |, 


to eliminate their local town, to com- 
mit social and commercial suicide in 
a local sense. These communities are 
the “earthquake” already outlined— 
and their effect may be more slow but 
is nevertheless equally disastrous. Do 
you want proof? Well, commercial 
records show that a large U. S. mail 
order house did a business of $101,000,- 
000 in 1914, and paid dividends of ap- 
proximately $21,000,000! How many 
dollars of that vast sum, think you, 
returned to one of the communities 
who helped to build that vast turn- 
over—those immense annual divi- 
dends? True, they got the goods, but 
were they of the quality expected by 
the individuals who wrote the orders? 
But what about the dollars? They had 
gone forever—were paid away by that 
corporation to factories, sources of 
supply, employees—and also into re- 
serve funds and dividends. The small 
center robbed itself to support the far 
off city—-and with no compensating 
circulation of currency,
